A Distinguished Visitor. 


Prof. A. ©. McLaughlin has been 
lentertaining Prof. Georges Werlersse, 
of the University of France, for the 
past few days. Prof. Weulersse is a 
Fellow of the Ecole Nonnate Super- 
ieme in History and Geography. He 
also holds a Travelling Fellowship 
from the University of Paris. It is 
in pursuit of the work of this fellow- 
ship that he is making his present 
tour of the United States. He is 
iengaged in an investigation of the 
general sociological problems of the 
country, and is interested especially 
in educational institutions and the 
social life of the workingmen. The 
most distinguished title which Prof. 
Weulersse holds is that of Professor 
Agrégé de l Université de France, 
which he obtained two years ago. 
This is an honor totally unlike any 
in this counrry. Every year an cx- 
‘amination is held at the University of 
‚France. The ten who pass the best 
examination obtain positions as teach- 
ers in the Lycée, As these examina. 
tions are taken by the best minds of 
the country to be one of the ten 
chosen is a very great honor. 

In speaking of the University of 
i Michigan in particular Prof. Weu- 
lersse said that what had impressed 
ie the most during his brief stay 
” here was the earnestness and honesty 
of purpose shown by the students. 
‘He said: “I think your students are 
more earnest and honest in pursuing 
their studies than those of any other 
university I visited. Especially, I 
think is this true of the students in 
the law department. I visited a 
lecture this afternoon and the atten- 
tion paid by the students to the 
lecturer was truely amazing, con- 
sidering the heat and sultriness of 
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the day.” As Prof. Weulersse has 
visited all the great universities of 
the country this favorable judg- 
ment of our students is most 
flattering. 

In speaking of athletics Prof. 
Weulersse said: ‘‘Being a native of 
France and having always had to do 
with the schools there, the interest 
in college athletics in this-country is 
a novelty tome, In France colleges 
have no teams as they do here and of 
course no such athletic interest is felt 
there as here. I think it isa most 
healthy spirit and think it should be 
encouraged.” 


Beside being a noted educator 
Prof. Weulersse is also an education- 
al writer of considerable repute. In 
the last number of the ‘‘Pennsyl- 
vanian’” appears a translations of his 
work entitled “A French Experi- 
ment in Education.” This work has 
been received with great interest by 
American students, and its transla- 
tion will fill a want ilong felt by those 
who do not read French. 

Prof. Weulersse on bis present 
tour has been in America four 
months and expects to stay about 
four months more. From Ann Ar- 
Lor he will go to Boston and from 
there he will continue his tour of 
American educational institutions.

Manila, June 7.—The American forces. 


have occupied the peninsula and Gen. 
Hall’s column is encamped at Morong.

SPEAKS UPON THE BILL TO LEVY 
A SPECIFIC TAX 


UPON THE MINING COMPANIES 
OF UPPER PENINSULA. 


LANSING, Mich., June 5.—(Special 
Correspondence to The Evening Times.) 
—The following speech was delivered 
by Representative Geo. P. MicCallum, 
of the Delta district, upon the bill pro- 
posing to levy a specific tax upon the 
mining companies of the Upper Penin- 
sula: 

“Upon no question coming before this 
legislature have I arisen to speak ın- 


der more ambarrassment than upon. 


the question now before us. On the 
one hand are all of my colleagues fiom 
the Upper Peninsula, who insist that I 
am wrong in the position I take upon 
this bill. We have stood together upon 
all measures affecting our interests, and 
I would be glad to stand with them 
upon this question, ‘but I cannot do it. 
On the other hanid, I am working in the 
interests of a bill proposed and cau- 
cused upon by the Farmers’ club, an 
organization which is as much out of 
place in this house as most of its mem- 
bers would be in heaven. The presi- 
dent of that club politely informed me 
the other day that he hoped the law- 
yers of the house would not get inio 


the farmers’ band wagon for fear it. 


would get top heavy and itip over. I 
assured him that I, for one, appreciated 
this comipliment to the lawyers, for I 
felt sure that its present incumbrance 
would never cause it tto topple over by 
reason of its extra ‘burden of intelli- 
gence, 

“I believe in comsistency. When q 
came to ‘this legislature I joined the 
anti-Pinigree forces in opposing the 
method of taxation as proposed in the 
Atkinson bill, and, if I remember cor- 
rectly, most of my colleagues were of 
the same opinion. I believed then that 
the governor was making a great mis- 
take in advocating such a bill, and I 
am of the same opinion now, so that if 
the Atkinson bill was before us today 
I should oppose it just as earnestly as 
I did then. Why should my colleagues 
be so earnest in favor of the specific 
method upon railroads at the beginning 
of the session and now hold up their 
hands in holy horror of the same meth- 
od on tthe mines of the Upper Penin- 
sula.? 

“I am in favor of ‘that method of 
taxing all large corporate interests, and 
believe that the time is not far distant 
when you will raise all your state taxes 
in that way. 

“I know as well as that I am standing 
here that the corporate interests of the 
Upper Peninsula have been escaping 
their share of taxation. Now the time 
has come when they must pay. We 
talk about our desires to see equal 
taxation, but the moment a bill comes 
up here which will effect some special 
interest and cause it to bear its bur- 
den, the members from that locality 
immediately interpose olbbjections. The 
principal industry in my district is 
lumbering, and I say to you very 
frankly that I am sorry this bill is not 
broad enough to impose the same kind 
of a tax on lumber. Why should the 
state of ‘Michigan allow its natural in- 
dustries to be controlled by a few men, 
who make immense fortunes and at the 
same time resort to every means to es- 
cape paying their share of the burden 
of miaintaining the state?

President Campbell thought that a

AHOT WAVE. 


It Causes Great Discomfort and Many 
` Prostrations at Various 
Points. 


New York, June 7.—The fecord for 
the hottest June day in New York since 
the establishment of the weather 
bureaŭù was reached Tuesday. From 
early morning, when the thermometer 


noon the mercury went steadily up. 
At three o’clock it reached the limit, 98. 
On only two June days in the past 12 
years has the temperature reached any- 
thing like it did Tuesday. In the year 
1888 and also in 1893, the maximum for

stood around 78, until late in the after- |

bureau was 98 degrees; on the street it 
was several degrees warmer, and the 
atmosphere was terribly oppressive. 

The opening of the heat season, with 
the record breaking temperature was 
accompanied by an unusual number of 
prostrations for this time of the year. 
In New York city and several of the 
near-by towns there were 31 prostra- 
tions recorded. Twenty-three of these 
occurred in New York city. Only two 
cases were women; the remainder were 
mostly working men. In Jersey City 
six prostrations were recorded, one of 
these being a woman. Long Island City 
reported two, one man and one woman. 
Of this total number only one death has 
so far been recorded. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., June 7.—Two deaths | 
from heat and many prostrations are | 
reported up to midnight. The first fa- | 
tality was that of Alfred Teushy, aged 
45, an employe of the Rosedale foun- | 
dry in Allegheny. The other victim is | 
an unidentified Pole. While the street 
thermometers registered as high as 96 
the government instrument could only 
reach 93 at the hottest part of the day. 

St. Louis, June 7.—For several days 
the thermometer has ranged in the 
nineties, and there seems to be but 
little prospect for a let-up of the in- 
tense heat, according to the local 
weather bureau officials. Tuesday 96 
degrees in the shade was the official re- 
port. Owing to the oppressive weather, 
a number of the city public schools 
were obliged to close at noon. 


ANOTHER BATTLE. 


Sheriff and Posse Making Desperate 
Effort to Capture the Train 
Bandits—Sheriff Killed. 


Cheyenne, Wyo., June 7.—Sheriff 
Hazen, of Converse county, and the 
posse in pursuit of the Union Pacific 
robbers had another fight with the 
bandits, news of which had just been 
brought in. The robbers were sur- 
rounded in a guich, when they were 
forced to abandon their horses, which 
were captured. ‘They hid behind rocks 
and made a desperate fight. Sheriff 
Joe Hazen was shot through the 
body. Reenforcements for the posse 
are going out from Caspar as. 
fast as. the men can be mounted 
and armed. The entire country is 
aroused and the prospects are good not 
only for capturing the train robbers, 
but the entire band of outlaws which 
has infested the Hole in the Wall coun- 
try.

SPEAKS UPON THE BILL TO LEVY 
A SPECIFIC TAX 


UPON THE MINING COMPANIES 
OF UPPER PENINSULA, 


LANSING, Mich., June 5.—(Special 
Correspondence to The Evening Times.) 


—The following speech was delivered 


by Representative Geo. P. MicCallum, 
of the Delta district, upon the bill pro- 
posing to levy a specific tax upon the 
mining companies of the Upper Penin- 
sula: : 
“Upon no question coming before this 
legislature have I arisen to speak ın- 
der 
the question now before us. On the 
one hand are all of my colleagues fiom 
the Upper Peninsula, who insist that I 
am wrong in the position I take upon 
this bill. We have stood together upon 
all measures affecting our interests, and 
I would be glad to stand with them 
upon this question, but I cannot do it. 
On the other hanid, I am working in the 
interests of a bill proposed and cau- 
cused upon by the Farmers’ club, an 
organization which is as much out of 
place in this house as most of its mem- 
bers would be in heaven. The presi- 
dent of that club politely informed me 
the other day that he hoped the law- 
yers of the house would not get into 
the farmers’ band wagon for fear it 
would get top heavy and itip over. I 
assured him that I, for one, appreciated 
this compliment to the lawyers, for I 
felt sure that its present incumbrance 


would never cause it tto topple over by 
reason of its extra burden of intelli- 
genice. 

“I believe in consistency. When I 
came to ithis legislature I joined the 
anti-Pinigree forces in opposing the 
method of taxation as proposed in the 
Atkinson bill, and, if I remember cor- 
rectly, most of my colleagues were of 
the same opinion. I believed then that 
the governor was making a great mis- 
take in advocating such a bill, and I 
am of the same opinion now, so that if 
the Atkinson bill was before us today 
I should oppose it just as earnestly as 
I did then. Why should my colleagues 
be so earnest in favor of the specific 
method upon railroads at the beginning 
of the session and now hold up their 
hands in holy horror of the same meth- 
od on ithe mines of the Upper Penin- 
sula ? 

“I am in favor of Ithat method of 
taxing all large corporate interests, and 
believe that the time is not far distant 


when you will raise all your state taxes 


in that way. 

“I know as well as that I am standing 
here that the corporate interests of the 
Upper Peninsula have been escaping 
their share of taxation. Now the time 
has come when they must pay. We 
talk about our desires to see equal 
taxation, but the moment a bill comes 
up here which will effect some special 
interest and cause it to bear its bur- 
den, the members from that locality 
immediately interpose objections. The 
principal industry in my district is 
lumbering, and I say to you very 
frankly that I am sorry this bill is not 
broad enough to impose the same kind 
of a tax on lumber. Why should the 
state of ‘Michigan allow its natural in- 
dustries to be controlled by a few men, 
who make immense fortunes and at the 
same time resort to every means to es- 
cape paying their share of the burden 
of maintaining the state? 

“Take the figures offered here by 
the distinguished member from. Hough- 
ton, Mr. Kerr, and what do we find? 
The quotation of the Calumet & Hecla 
today is $775.00. Mr. Kerr insists that 
it is unfair to take the quotations of to- 
day, but that we should take the quo- 
tions at the time ‘the state board of 
equalization met in 1896. Very well, and 
what do we find then? The Calumet & 
Hecla at that time was worth thirty 
millions of dollars and paid a tax of 


| $91,000, paying at the rate of three mills 


upon the dollar, while the average rate 
of taxation upon all other property was 
one and seventy-six hundredths per 
cent. If you increase their tax five and 
one-half times they would still be pay- 
ing at a rate less than that of other 
property. 

“Take another set of figures. The to- 
tal valuation, as claimed by the differ- 
ent mining companies, outside of 
Houghton county is about eighteen mil- 
lions of dollars. The total valuation, 
as shown by the different assessing offi- 
cers, is about two hundred and twenty 
thousand dollars. In other words, these 
properties have been assessed at less 
than one eighty-fifth of their actual 
value. I can see no reason why this 
Should continue. We come down here 
asking for large appropriations, and I 
for one think that that portion of the 
state should be made to pay its share 
of the taxes. When you come up here 
two years from now, I trus: all this 
discussion on the subject of taxation 
will bear some fruit, and I hope you 
will even things up in the Upper Penin- 
sula as well as in the rest of the state.”

STRANGER ‘'GONFIDENGED HER

‘A HOT WAVE. — 


It Causes Great Discomfort and Many 
Prostrations at Various aS 
Points. 


New York, June 7.—The record for 
the hottest June day in New York since 
the establishment of the weather 
bureatt was reached Tuesday. From 
early morning, when the thermometer 
stood around 78, until late in the after- 
noon the mercury went steadily up. 


years has the temperature reached any- 
thing like it did Tuesday. In the year 
1888 and also in 1893, the maximum for 


| June was 96. The record at the weather 


bureau was 98 degrees; on the street it 
was several degrees warmer, and the 
atmosphere was terribly oppressive. 

The opening of the heat season, with 
the record breaking temperature was 
accompanied by an unusual number of 
prostrations for this time of the year. 
In New York city and several of the 
near-by towns there were 31 prostra- 
tions recorded. Twenty-three of these 
occurred in New York city. Only two 
cases were women; the remainder were 
mostly working men. 
Six prostrations were recorded, one of 
these being a woman. Long Island City 
reported two, one man and one woman. 
Of this total number only one death has 
so far been recorded. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., June 7.—Two deaths 
from heat and many prostrations are 
reported up to midnight. The first fa- 
tality was that of Alfred Teushy, aged 
45, an employe of the Rosedale foun- 
dry in Allegheny. The other victim is 
an unidentified Pole. While the street 
thermometers registered as high as 96 
the government instrument could only 
reach 93 at the hottest part of the day. 

St. Louis, June 7.—For several days 
the thermometer has ranged in the 
nineties, and there seems to be but 
little prospect for a let-up of the in- 
tense heat, according to the local 
weather bureau officials. Tuesday 96 
degrees in the shade was the official re- 
port. Owing to the oppressive weather, 
a number of the city public schools 
were obliged to close at noon. 


ANOTHER BATTLE. 


Sheriff and Posse Making Desperate 
Effort to Capture the Train 
Bandits—Sheriff Killed. 


Cheyenne, Wyo., June 7.—Sheriff 
Hazen, of Converse county, and the 
posse in pursuit of the Union Pacific 
robbers had another fight with the 
bandits, news of which had just been 
brought in. The robbers were sur- 
rounded in a gulch, when they were 
forced to abandon their horses, which 
were captured. ‘They hid behind rocks 
and made a desperate fight. Sheriff 
Joe Hazen was shot through the 
body. Reenforcements for the posse 
are going out from Caspar as. 
fast as.the men can be mounted 
and armed. The entire country is 
aroused and the prospects are good not 
only for capturing the train robbers, 
but the entire band of outlaws which 
has infested the Hole in the Wall coun- 
try. 

Douglas, Wyo., June 7.—Joe Hazen, 
sheriff of this county, who was shot 
in a skirmish with the Union Pacific 
train robbers, north of Casper, was 
brought in from the west by a special 
train and died Tuesday evening at 
5:30. The funeral will occur on Thurs- 
day. The deceased was serving his sec- 
ond term as sheriff and was a fearless 
and efficient officer. A posse of mount- 
ed volunteers left for Casper on Tues- 
day night’s train, whence they go 
north to assist in capturing the train 
robbers. 


Dreyfus Receives the News. 
Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
June 7.—When the dispatch boat Goe- 
land, bearing the superintendent of 
the prison and the commander of 
marine artillery, who were designated 
by the French government to notify 
Dreyfus of the revision of his trial, ar- 
rived yesterday from Cayenne at the 
Isle du Diable, Dreyfus was waiting on 
the shore. Although endeavoring to 
maintain his self-possession, he re- 
ceived the official intelligence with a 
countenance radiant with joy.

HOW MUCH IT COSTS. 


The meeting heid in the city clerk’s 
office last evening for ithe purpose of 
taking steps for the formation of a 
business men’s athletic club was hardly 
as well attended as had been expected, 
but a sufficient number were present for 
successfully making the preliminary 
arrangements. From the reports of 
those who have ‘been interesting them- 
selves in the circulation of the paper 
calling for the organization of the as- 
sociation, it was made clear that a large 
number of the business and profession- 
al men of the city have pledged them- 
selves to its hearty support. 

Last evening’s meeting was called to 
order by G. M. Gaudy, who stated its 
purpose and then moved that D. P. Sul- 
livan be made chairman. Motion was 
carried and R. E. Spencer was elected 
secretary on motion of W. B. Mean- 
well. 

On motion of G. M. Gaudy a commit- 
tee, consisting of the president, the 
secretary and W. P. Bowen, director 
of physical training at the Normal, 
were appointed to look up the matter 
of a site for the proposed athletic 
grounds, considering among many oth- 
ers the ‘“‘back lots,’ the fair grounds, 
the Rhinehart property on Hamilton 
st. and the flats in the rear of the San- 
itarium. 

Rather a lengthy discussion was held 
of the probable needs of the association, 
the likelihood of its receiving the neces- 
sary encouragement from citizens and 
the city council, and the merits of vari- 
ous proposed sites. It is ‘considered 
wise that the infant organization shall 
be welcomed into the ‘world with but 
little demonstration, and that not 
much attention be paid to procuring 
for it an elaborate outfit. It will be 
necessary to rent or purchase land, see 
that it is level and fitted with a dia- 
mond, but farther than that for the 
present no attempt will be made to go. 
Niext season it is hoped to be in a posi- 
tion to construct stands, invest in the 
paraphernalia of other sports than 
baseball, and in general for the asso- 
ciation to assume more ‘pretensions. 

Chairman Sullivan made a brief 
speech, in which he urged those present 
to take an active hand in launching the 
club upon a successful career, after 
which the meeting adjourned, subject 
to a call from the chairman. 

The ways and means committee from 
the council, consisting of Alds. Van 
Fossen, Moore and La'ppeus, submitted 
to the last meeting of that body their 
recommendation for the tax levy for 
the coming year, and the estimate was 
duly adopted and approved. The sum 
total of the appropriations for the vari- 
ous funds of the city which need fos- 
tering care was $30,900, a sum which ex- 
ceeds last year’s nest egg by $2,150. 
Through the efforts of Mayor Allen the 
city funds have been put upon a busi- 
ness-like basis, and the present ways 
and means committee have announced 
their intention to provide sufficienit 
wampum to maintain them in _ this 
state of blessedness without the kor- 
rowing which has been found necessary 
during previous administrations. ‘The 
committee argue that the city expense 
must be met, and that it is good fnan- 
ciering to forestall ithe inevitable, and 
thus work with a clean balance sheet. 

This season’s budget is marked ky 
the presence of an entirely new fund, 
the first district sewer fund, a protege 
which demands for its allowance the 
sum of $400. It is noteworthy that the 
sum set aside for the sinking fund for 
the payment of bonds and interest was 
increased from. $7,975 to $8,394.15.

of physical training at the Normal, 
were appointed to look up the matter 
of a site for the proposed athletic 
grounds, considering among many oth- 
ers the ‘“‘back lots,’ the fair grounds, 
the Rhinehart property on Hamilton 
st. and the flats in the rear of the San- 
itarium. 

Rather a lengthy discussion was held 
of the probable needs of the association, 
the likelihood of its receiving the neces- 
sary encouragement from citizens and 
the city council, and the merits of vari- 
ous proposed sites. It is ‘considered 
wise that the infant organization shall 
be welcomed into the ‘world with but 
little demonstration, and that not 
much attention be paid to procuring 
for it an elaborate outfit. It will be 
necessary to rent or purchase land, see 
that it is level and fitted with a dia- 
mond, but farther than that for the 
present no attempt will be made to go. 
Next season it is hoped to be in a posi- 
tion to construct stands, invest in the 
paraphernalia of other sports than 
baseball, and in general for the asso- 
ciation to assume more ‘pretensions. 

Chairman Sullivan made a brief 
speech, in which he urged those present 
to take an active hand in launching the 
club upon a successful career, after 
which the meeting adjourned, subject 
to a call from the chairman. 

The ways and means committee from 
the council, consisting of Alds. Van 
Fossen, Moore and La'ppeus, submitted 
to the last meeting of that body their 
recommendation for the tax levy for 
the coming year, and the estimate was 
duly adopted and approved. The sum 
total of the appropriations for the vari- 
ous funds of the city which need fos- 
tering care was $30,900, a sum which ex- 
ceeds last year’s nest egg by $2,150. 
Through the efforts of Mayor Allen the 
city funds have been put upon a busi- 
ness-like basis, and the present ways 
and means committee have announced 
their intention to provide sufficient 
wampum to maintain them in this 
state of blessedness without the kor- 
rowing which has been found necessary 
during previous administrations. The 
committee argue that the city expense 
must be met, and that it is good Enan- 
ciering to forestall the inevitable, and 
thus work with a clean balance sheet. 

This season’s budget is marked ky 
the presence ‘of an entirely new fund, 
the first district sewer fund, a protege 
which demands for its allowance the 
sum of $400. It is noteworthy that the 
sum set aside for the sinkiag fund for 
the payment of bonds and interest was 
increased from. $7,975 to $8,394.15.

New York, June 7.—A conference of 
republican congressmen of New York 
state, to decide upon a candidate for the 
speakership of the house of representa- 
tives, was held at the Fifth Avenue hotel 
Tuesday, and resulted in a decision to 
support David B. Henderson, of Iowa.

The con- 
ference then adjourned. 

May Get 15 Votes. 

The conference was attended by six 
of the republican congressmen of this 
state and six others were commun- 
icated with by telephone or otherwise, 
so that 12 of the New York delegation 
of 15 had decided for Henderson. Mr. 
Payne, before leaving for Alaska, de- 
clared himself as in favor of the Iowan, 
and as his supporters, Messrs. Ray and 
Wadsworth, will probably follow his 
lead, it seems certain that Henderson 
will have 15 votes from New York. 

Sherman Notifies Henderson. 

New York, June 7.—The following 

telegram was sent to Gen. Henderson: 


“New York, June 6.—Gen. D. B. Hender- 
son, Dubuque, Ia.: The republican repre- 
sentatives from New York state, at a 
meeting held to-day, Mr. Wadsworth and 
Mr. Ray withdrawing therefrom, and Mr. 
Payne not being present, tendered me 
their support for speaker. I acknowl- 
edged with gratitude the honor, but stated 
that in my opinion a majority of the re- 
publicans of.the Fifty-sixth congress had’ 
already voluntarily expressed a preference 
for you, and that support was not confined 
to any section; that with long acquaintance 
and service with you I was aware of your 
eminent fitness for the position of speaker, 
and that a unanimous election would tend, 
to strengthen you, whereupon the meeting, 
at my request, instructed me to notify you 
that the New York republican representa- 
tives tendered you their support.

Apia, Samoa, May 31, via Auckland, 
N. Z., June 7.—Malietoa and Tamassese 
have visited the members of the Samoan 
commission on board the United States 
transport Badger and Mataafa visited 
them the following day. Neither of 
them was recognized as king. Mataafa 
expressed willingness to abide by the 
commissioners’ decision and blamed 
the Europeans for the trouble here. 
The commissioners informed him that 
they had power to establish a govern- 
ment with or without king. Mataafa | 
thought the Samoans should have a 
king, but expressed willingness to dis- 
arm his followers and leave the matter | 
in the hands of the commission. 

The Germans acted, for the first time 
in many months, with the representa- 
tives of the other powers, and have offi- 
cially sent a guard ashore. | 

The naval authorities and the mission | 
societies have submitted their views to 
the commission and the latter, by 
proclamation, fixed May 27 as the date, 
for the natives to surrender their arms. | 
Mataafa, however, asked for an exten- ` 
sion of the time until Tuesday, when he 
surrendered 1,800 guns on board the 
Badger. The Malietoans are now dis-

Vienna, June 7.—The funeral of the 
late Johann Strauss, the celebrated 
composer, who died last Saturday, was 
a great public ceremony, the whole 
populace of Vienna rendering honor to 
its idol. The procession was very long, 
the cortege including eight cars of 
flowers. The burgomaster of Vienna 
and the municipal authorities, with 
many distinguished representatives of 
art, literature, music and drama, fol- 
lowed the hearse. The cortege paused 
outside the conservatoire of music, 
where orations were delivered. The 
burgomaster made a brief address at 
the temporary grave. Along the whole 
route of the procession the gas lamps 
were lighted. The absence ofithe widow 
and of Eduard Strauss, the brother of 
the deceased, from the ceremony caused 
considerable comment. The remains 
will be finally interred between the 
graves of Schubert and Brahms.. *
